By affidavits that accompanied the 
warrants for the Armour manager, it 
is ebarged that 11.400 pig ears, 180 
pounds of pork loins and 145 pounds 
of spare ribs were permitted to de- 
teriorate and be wasted.

in its regular bi-nkmtlily meeting'.. 
Thursday night to <Mift On ordinance 
to submit a bond issue for att' addi- 
tion to the sewerage system of the 
city ond to lopori ot tho nfft. Moot- 
ing. 

There has been a strong demand 
among residents in the surburbs for 
several years for an extension of the 
sewerage system to their neighbor- 
hoods and iu was in just consideration 
of their needs that the Council voted 
to submit this issue to the public. 

The final draft will be offered the 
Council on Thurso'ay, August 28, and 
it is expected that the issue will be 
placed before the people in the early 
fall. If it passes, the sewer construc- 
tion, under the supervision of the 
City Engineer, will be started in the 
near future. 

The Council was unusually arUve 
ThuvMlay and passed a number of 
bills whirb had teen deferred for 
several weeks. In fact it was said 
by many to have been the busiest 
session conducted for many months. 

A bill was introduced by Council- 
man Merringer to give the City At- 
torney proper authority to collect 
pledges made by the property owners 
abutting Duncan Avenue for the lay- 
ing of that, street with Kentucky As- 
phalt. Some of the pledges, it was 
said, had ntver been paid. The 
measure was passed. 

As a result of a recent act of the 
Council the police, firemen and the 
superintendent of street cleaning 
v.'ill now be paid twice a month. 
Heretofore they had received the 
pay in monthly instollments. 

Police Judge Ernest Martin made 
<io report for the month of July and 
the report showed thot the amount of 
fines imposed in his court was $144 
and that the totol collected was 
a40.50. 

Mr. Ralph Fields, of Lexington, 
was employed to act as speed traffic 
officer and he has been vested with 
the full authority of a member of 
police force. He had been temp- 
orarily appointed by the Emergency 
Committee when a number of pro- 
tests on automobile speeding from 
citizens of the city had been filed 
with Mayor January. The council 
deemed that his work was satisfac- 
tory and that a pormanont traffic 
officer woo noodod on the polieo 
force. 

The Improvement Coramittoe was 
authorized to purchase a car of road 
oil to give the street surface a coat- 
ing. As soon as the purchase has 
arrived the work of spreading the oil 
will begin. The Committee was also 
instructed to investigate what would 
be the cost of a storage tank, in 
which to hold a reserve supply of oil. 
They will report at the next meeting. 

It was moved that the bond of 
Burks & Co., of Louisville, which 
firm was awarded the contract for 
the construction of the concrete 
strets, be accepted. The measure 
was passed and the work on the 
street will begin immediately. 

Chief of Fire Police Swift McGold. 
rick was given permission to attend 
the convention of the Nationol Fire- 
men, which will be held in Louis- 
ville, September 10-12. Firemen 
from all over the United Stotos will 
attend this meeting and modem ideas 
on the prevention of and fighting 
fires will be discussed. The city of

BEWABE THE AFIEUU3H 



The people of the United States are 
rapidly coming to realize that the 
world's need for saving and economy 
did not end with the war. This con- 
tinued necessity for thrift is vigor- 
ously presented and emphasized in a 
pamphlet written by R. H. Brand, a 
British economist, and published by 
the British National War Savings 
Committee. In this pamphlet, called 
"The Financial and Economic Fu- 
ture," Mr. Brand calls attention- to 
the fictitious character of the appar- 
ent prosperity brought about by the 
war, and warns against the fallacious 
appearances of war time progress. 

"We have been enjoying the tem- 
porary prasperity of a spendthrift 
speeding toward bankruptcy," he 
says, "We have been living easy be- 
cause we have been living on our 
capital. When we come to live on 
our income and not on our capital 
we shall find that the hard lessons of 
the past apply also to our own days, 
and that nations as well as individ- 
uals, can make good only by work 
and .saving." 

The burdens of saving to put the 
world on a safe financial and eco- 
nomic basis, Mr. Brand declares, 
must be shared according to the abil- 
ity of individuals to bear them, and 
the greatest sacrifices — measured at 
any rate in worldly wealth — must be 
made by the rich. 

Tlie United States Government an- 
ticiptated this situation and inau- 
gurated a National Thirft Campaign 
during the war by placing Thrift 
Stamps and War Savings Stamps l>e- 
fore the public. These securities 
serve a dual purpose— give the Go\- 
ernment money for the reconstruc- 
tion period and erect a foundation 
for individual prosperity. 



Foundation for a wohderfOl cam- 
paign that will carry the meosage of 

thrift into every home In Kentucky 
is being laid by the War Savings Or- 
guii^ation, under the direction of 
James B: Brown, of Lonlovtlle, who 
was appointed State Director for the 
Blue Grass State by Federal Director 
L. A. Wilson, of the Blghth Poioral 
R^eerve District. 

^The school is the Inatnnnent 
chosen through which to drive home 
the lessons of saving. During the 
vacation period t-he teachers insti- 
tutes are held in every county. Each 
one of these Instltnteo is attended by 
A. J. Jolly, in charge of the educa>- 
tional work in Kentucky, or one of 
his assistants, and the teachers are 
enlisted under the banner of Thrift. 

Teachers are showai the advanta- 
ges of saving. They are shown the 
vast advantages offered by the War 
Savings Stamp offered by the United 
Stotes Government. They are in- 
structed in Thrift Stamp movement, 
whereby the pupils can invest their 
quarters and watch them grow into 
$5 government bonds. The War Sav- 
ings Stamps, and the new issue of 
$100 and II. 000 Treasury Certifi- 
cates, with identical features of the 
smaller War Savings Stamps, are aLso 
dwelt on. 

In fact, each teacher is instructed, 
and in nearly every Institute in 
Kentucky this summer, every teacher 
has signed a pledge card agreeing to 
devote a certain time to instruction 
in thrift and to organize a War Sav- 
ings Society In his room when "hooka 
take up" early in September. 

Mr. Jolly in a recent visit to head- 
quarters at St. Louis, said the re- 
sponses of the Kentucky teachers 
had exceeded expectations and he 
was satisfied that more money would 
be saved by pupils during the next 
scholistic year than any other yoOT In 
the history of Kentucky.

Studies Offered. 

Over in east central Franca thera li 
going on an American advaitnre In ed- 
ucation of which very little has been 
said over here. A university has been 
established, with a college of agricul- 
ture and ten other colleges and a farm 
scfaooL Two months ago it was an 
idea; today it has S.OOO enrolled stu- 
dents; more than 3,000 attend the 
school, while exten.sion activities reach 
hundreds of thonisands of men in one 
way or another. The unl fefi Bty bond- 
ing is a former American hospital near 
the town of Beaume. in the famous 
vineyard district of Cote d'Or. 

About the middle of March ^host of 
young American soldiers came sweep- 
ing into the old hospital grounds from 
all parts of the expeditionary forces. 
They had packa Ctt their backs, guns 
in their hands, gas masks and 
hats at their sides. They put on over- 
alls, picked np hammers, saws, shov- 
els and picks, and made things ready 
to go to school. They kept coming, so 
that now the university occupies more 
than aoo a U aie taies , ^ch callod for 
800 caricada of naterial aad ovrip* 
ment. 

Idea Makoo a Hit 

Tills was the work of the army edu- 
cation commission, in co-operation with 
the department of agriculture and va- 
rious state colleges and universities. 
The Idea made a hit with the oOldlera 
ai once. Each week tens of thousaada 
of them are In class or lecture rooms 
established throughout the army. The 
te.achlng staff from the home colleges 
found the men eager to talk about 
funning "back home," which was one 
of the objects of the experiment. They 
are satisfied by the Interest displayed 
in the class and by the fsct thnt more 
than 000 farmers' clubs have been or- 
g^nlsed^ with a membership of fully 
20,000 soldiers. One day a flying 
squadron of "city fellers" came over 
to the vniversity to "get some agri* 
cultvral dope.** There waa enjoyvont 
of army pleasantry at first, but In the 
end several of the visitor^ (Confessed 
themselves so interested that 
soon would Se In the schooL

be large and of good quality depends 
entirely upon the weather from now 
on, according to s ta t csa ca ts by to- 
bacco experts. 

H. F. Hilleaaieyer said it there is 
an average rainfall of one inch a 
week the rest of this month the yield 
will be larger than last year, al- 
tboiish be estimates the price will 
dcdtne from !• to IS cents a pound. 

This year there is the largest to- 
bacco acreage in the history of Cen- 
tral Kentucky, Mr. Hillenmeyer said. 
Most of the land has been devoted to 
wheat, con and tobacco and of the 
last-named product there is an in- 
creased acreage of about 15 per cent 
above normal, he estimates. 

Practically all tobacco growers 
plaatod tbeir crop when the ground 
was wet and when the ground turn- 
ed hot in June, much of the tobacco 
burned in transplanting. There 
_ hardly a field that did not have 
to be woet, Mr. HUlenmeyer stated. 
The early tobacco was damaged by 
the dry weather, but the late crop, 
with the exception of being irregu- 
lar, is looking good and is growing 

rapidly. ^ ^ 

John R. Humphrey, head of the De- 
partment of Markets. Uniyerslty of 

Kentuckv. is of the opinion there will 
be a good price for the better grades 
this fall. He bases this opinion on 
the fact that the Eeastern markets, 
although they opened low, have grad- 
ually risen until the average is about 
equal to last year. 

The crop in North and South Car- 
olina and Virginia Is only about 60 
per cent, of what was expected, ac- 
cording to Mr. Humphrey. He esti- 
mates there will be more discrimina- 
tion in grades this sea.son. with the 
good quality bringing high prices, 
and tbe poor grades selling very low.

U. S. WARNS MEXICO TO BE GOOD 

WASHINGTON, August 18.— The 
first definite move toward the long 
expected change in policy in dealing 
with Mexico was disclosed last week. 

Carranza has been warned that if 
the murders and outrages of Amer- 
icans continue, the Umted States 
may be forced to adopt ^^^j*^ 
change in its policy with rsgaid to 
Mexico. 

With the announcement at the 
State Department, however, came no 
authoritative indication of ^ how far 
the American Government is prepar- 
ing to go to enforce what lacks only 
the diplomatic technicalities of an 
ultimatum. . 

The Government announced its 
action by publishing an exchange of 
notes with Mexico City, and prefaced 
its official statement with the ex- 
planation that the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives referred to had been taken 
"in view of the long series of mur- 
ders and outrages of American citi- 
zens in Mexico, culminating in the 
murder of Peter Catron in San Ijuis 
Potosi last month, and the perpetra 
tion of other acts in disregard of 
American lives and property." 

The following note, the State De- 
partment announced, was presented 
to the Mexican Government by 
Charles SunuBcriin, of the Amaiican 
embassy: * 

The text of the American note was 
given out Thursday by the State De 
partment without explanation of the 
delay in making it public. The de- 
partment's statement follows: 

"In view of the long series of mur- 
ders and outrages of American citi- 
zens in Mexico, culminating in the 
murder of Peter Catron in San Luis 
Potosi last month, and the perpetra 
tion of other acts in disregard of 
American lives and property, the 
American embassy at Mexico City, 
July 22, by direction of the Secre- 
tary of State made the following rep- 
resentationa to the Mexican Govern 
ment: 

" 'Mexico City, July 22, 1919. 

"'Sir: With reference to the em- 
bassy's note, dated July 16, 1919, 
relative to the murder of Peter Cat- 
ron, near Valles, San Luis Potosi, on 
or about July 7 last, I have the honor 
to inform you that 1 am now under 
telegraphic instructions from my 
Government to urge upon the Mex 
ican Government the capture and 
punishment of those responsible for 
this murder, and the adoption of 
adequate measures to prevent a re 
currence of the murder of American 
citizens. 

'' 'I am also instructed to state 
should the lives of American citizens 
continue to remain unsafe and these 
murders are continued bjr reason of 
the unwillingness or inability of the 
Mexican Government to afford ade- 
quate protection, my Govemmnt may 
be forced to adopt a radical change 
in its policy with regard to Mexico. 

" 'Accept sir, the renewed assur- 
ance of my highest consideration. 
" 'GEORGE T. SUMMERLIN, 

"'Charge d'affaires.'" 

To this communication the Mexi- 
can Government returned a reply, 
dated July 28, signed by Salvador 
Diego-Fernandez, in charge of the 
Department of Foreign Relations. 

The communication to Mexico is 
couched in probably the strongest 
language used in any from tfaia Gov- 
ernment since the exchanges preced- 
ing the Vera Cruz occupation. 

All official Washington began at 
once looking behind the officiiS texts 
seeking some reason for aa impend- 
ing change of policy, for which there 
hag been demand in and oat of Con- 
gress. ' 

Pressure fxvm, foreign Govern- 
ments and pressure in Congress 
which is preparing an investigation 
of the whole Mexican situation, were 
among those moot coaunonly dkeuss- 
ed. 

Outwardly there was no reason ap- 
parent except the long and growing 
fist of ovtiaim on Americans.

and various planks for th Demo- 
cratic platform were suggested. 

John W. Newman, of Versailles, 
nominee for State Commissioner of 
Agriculture, made a number of sug- 
gestions, one of which, if adopted, 
would give the farmer representation 
on the State Tax Commission. 

Another suggestion by Mr. New- 
man was that the Democrats, in their 
platform, declare in favor of increas- 
ing the tax for State pnrpoees on in- 
tangible property, reducing the state 
tax on real estate in proportion. In- 
tangible property is not taxed for 
municipal or county purposes, he 
pointed out and in lieu of this he 
thinks something should be added 
to intangibles for state purposes. 

A third suggestion of Mr. New- 
man contemplated an amendment to 
the State Constitution whereby a 
Commissioner of Labor would be 
elected along with other State offic- 
ers and through which the State Sup- 
erintendent of Public Instruction 
and the State Commissioner of Agri- 
culture would be enabled to succeed 
themselves in office. 

The two officers should be free of 
politics, in the opinion of Mr. New- 
man. He said he would like to see 
aspfraats to these offices voted for 
hy Demoerats and Republicans alike. 
His contention is that the State 
Superinteadent of PaUie Ihitraetion 
and the State Commissioner of Agri- 
culture are just getting to a point 
where they can do their most ofec 
tive work when the four-year term 
for which they are elected expires.

HBNRY. 

— Friends and relatives In this 
city received news of the death in 
Louisville last week 6f Capt. Hugh 
Henry, a fonuer resident of thi.s city, 
and a gallant ex-Confederate soldier, 
who served through the four years of 
the Civil War with diaUnction. Capt. 
Henry was in his seventy-eighth year 
at the time of his death, which oc- 
curred at the Confederate Home at 
Pewee Valley. 

Capt. Henry was a native of thLs 
county, having been bom near Uttle 
Rock, where his parents resided on 
a large farm. He received the rudi- 
ments of his early education in the 
county schools of his time, and came 
to Paris to reside. When the war 
came on he enlisted in the Confeder- 
ate service as a member of Co. H., 
Foiiith Mounted Infantry, Orphan 
Brigade. W'hen the captain of the 
company was killed in battle Henry 
was chosen by a vote of the member 
as his successor. This rank he held 
until the close of the war, when he 
returned to Paris to reside. He was 
in businCM here for a time, and some 
time after was made a member of the 
Paris police force, serving with the 
then Chief of Police James Mer- 
naugh. In this capacity he made a 
faithful and fearless official, never 
hesitating to do his duty. He was a 
man of generous Impulses and had a 
host of friends here who regret to 
learn of his passing away. During 
the larger part of their residence in 
Paris. Capt. Henry and family occu- 
pied a cottage at the comer of Pleas- 
ant and Eighth streets, the site of 
whifh is now occupied by the home 
of Mrs. John A. Schwartz. 

Capt. Henry's wife preceded him 
to the grave many yean ago. He is 
survived by two sons, Percy Henry 
and Frank Henry, both of Louisville. 
The funeral \\ as held in the chapel at 
the Confederate Home at Pewee Val- 
ley, Thursday, with services conduct- 
ed by the chaplain of the Home. The 
burial followed In Cave Hill Ceme- 
tery, in Louisville.
